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THE  MARIE  CURIE  HOSPITAL 

The  Marie  Curie  Hospital  was  founded  by  medical  women  in  1929.  It  is 
one  of  the  cancer  research  centres  recognised  by  the  Medical  Research 
Council  and  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign.  Both  these  bodies  give 
annual  research  grants  and  lend  radium  to  the  Hospital,  and  King  Edward’s 
Hospital  Fund  has  made  a  standing  loan  of  the  main  stock  of  radium  used 
to  carry  on  the  work. 

The  Hospital  has  39  beds,  including  9  for  private  patients,  and  in  normal 
times  admits  over  700  In-patients  annually.  It  is  mainly  supported  by  Volun¬ 
tary  gifts,  enabling  necessitous  patients  to  be  admitted  free. 

On  the  outbreak  of  war  the  use  of  radium  in  London  was  prohibited,  these 
beds  were  temporarily  closed  and  part  of  the  hospital  buildings  was  rented  to 
the  Hampstead  Borough  Council  for  various  wartime  departments.  Deep 
X-ray  treatment  was  continued  in  the  Elizabeth  Courtauld  Wing  both  for 
In-Patients  and  Out-Patients.  Treatment  with  radium  has  been  resumed 
within  recent  months  ;  radon  is  being  used  as  well.

Admission  of  Patients. 

Patients  received  into  the  General  Wards  are  expected  to  contribute 
according  to  their  means.  Those  unable  to  make  any  payment  are  admitted 
free. 

Patients  are  admitted  mainly  by  application  from  the  Hon.  Staff  of  the 
four  co-operating  hospitals,  the  Elizabeth  Garrett  Anderson  Hospital,  the 
South  London  Hospital  for  Women,  the  Royal  Free  Hospital  and  the  New 
Sussex  Hospital.  Application  may,  however,  be  made  direct  through  the  patient’s 
doctor  to  the  Director  of  the  Hospital. 

Visitors  to  patients  are  admitted  daily  in  wartime  from  2.30  to  4.0  p.m. 
Children  under  14  years  of  age  are  not  allowed  in  the  wards. 

Patients  in  Private  Wards. 

The  charges  for  beds  in  the  Private  Wards  are  at  the  rate  of  4  guineas  a  week 
for  a  two-bed  room  and  7  guineas  for  a  single  room.  This  fee  includes  board, 
lodging  and  nursing.  In  addition,  a  charge  of  one  guinea  is  made  for  the  use 
of  the  Theatre,  and  a  one-guinea  Laboratory  fee.  These  fees  do  not  include 
a  Special  Nurse  nor  fees  for  medical  attendance. 

Visitors  are  allowed  daily  between  the  hours  of  2.30  and  4.0  p.m.,  and 
6.0  and  7.0  p.m. 

Fees  for  X-ray  Treatment. 

For  patients  in  the  Private  Wards  the  fee  for  X-ray  treatment  is  a  matter 
for  arrangement  with  the  Flospital  Secretary.  In  the  case  of  patients  in  the 
General  Wards,  it  is  asked  that  whenever  possible  they  should  contribute  a 
sum  within  their  means  towards  the  cost  of  X-ray  treatment.

THE  BOARD  OF  MANAGEMENT  HAS  THE 
HONOUR  TO  PRESENT  TO  THE  GOVERNORS 
AND  SUBSCRIBERS  ITS  REPORT  FOR 
THE  YEAR  ENDING  3 ! ST  DECEMBER,  1941. 


The  Board  of  Management  has  to  report  with  deep  regret  the  death  of 
Sir  William  Willcox,  a  member  of  the  Board  since  early  in  1939.  Sir  William 
Willcox  took  a  keen  personal  interest  in  the  research  work  done  at  the  Hospital 
and  financed  by  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  Council  of  which  he  was 
a  long-standing  member.  The  Board  remember  with  gratitude  his  readiness  to 
give  his  valuable  time  to  assisting  and  advising  the  Hospital  authorities.  His 
interest  in  the  work  carried  on  was  a  source  of  encouragement  and  inspir¬ 
ation,  and  all  those  working  at  the  Hospital  greatly  mourn  his  loss. 

It  is  with  regret  that  the  Board  reports  the  resignation  of  Miss  M.  H. 
Fergusson.  Miss  Fergusson  has  been  connected  with  the  Hospital  and  served, 
on  the  Board  and  various  committees  from  its  foundation.  Her  work  on  these 
committees  has  been  invaluable,  and  as  Chairman  of  the  House  Committee  her 
firmness  and  kind  heartedness,  her  thoroughness  and  understanding  of  the 
various  difficulties  inherent  in  the  running  of  a  new  hospital  has  greatly  assisted 
in  carrying  the  Hospital  through  to  its  present  position. 

The  Board  is  glad  to  welcome  Sir  Alfred  Webb-Johnson,  whose  distinguished 
position  in  the  medical  profession  and  wide  experience  make  him  a  most 
valuable  member.  His  appreciation  of  the  work  done  by  the  Hospital  has 
been  a  stimulus  and  pleasure  to  the  medical  staff,  and  his  presence  on  the  Board 
at  this  difficult  time  in  the  history  of  the  Hospital  will  be  of  great  assistance. 

For  the  more  convenient  running  of  the  Hospital  during  the  war  period 
the  Board  of  Management  is  functioning  in  the  form  of  an  Emergency  Committee 
under  Miss  Martindale  as  Chairman.  The  following  have  been  co-opted  as 
additional  members  : — Miss  Basden,  Mrs.  Roper  Cooke,  Professor  Fleming, 
Mrs.  Lewis  Glover,  Miss  Rawlins,  Mrs.  H.  M.  Spear,  Mrs.  C.  S.  Williams. 

During  1941  there  were  223  In-Patient  admissions  and  1,070  Out-Patient 
attendances  in  the  Diagnostic  and  Follow-up  Clinic  and  the  X-ray  Department. 
With  the  cessation  of  air  raids  the  waiting  list  of  patients  has  grown  longer 
again,  and  it  is  hoped  to  increase  the  number  of  In-Patient  beds  in  the  near 
future.  The  Board  is  also  co-operating  with  several  of  the  leading  London 
hospitals  in  a  scheme  for  setting  up  a  Country  Cancer  Centre  at  Northwood, 
where  patients  could  be  transferred  for  radium  and  X-ray  treatment  should 
their  own  hospitals  become  damaged  by  air  raids.  For  a  detailed  account  of 
the  year’s  work  see  the  Report  of  the  Cancer  Research  Committee  on  page  6. 

The  Supporters’  Association.  Owing  to  war  conditions  it  has  not  been 
possible  to  raise  funds  other  than  the  usual  yearly  subscriptions  of  5s.  per 
member.  These  have,  however,  been  well  maintained,  and  Mr.  Poynter, 
the  Hon.  Treasurer,  reports  that  £31  8s.  has  been  added  to  the  balance  of 
£27  is.  5d.  in  hand  at  the  beginning  of  the  year.  In  the  summer  a  grant  of 
£10  was  made  to  the  Hospital  to  help  with  the  payment  of  certain  X-ray 
Out-Patients’  expenses,  and  a  further  £1  was  spent  on  postages,  leaving  a 
balance  of  £47  9s.  5d.  to  be  carried  forward  into  1942. 
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Treasurer’s  Report.  As  indicated  earlier  in  this  Report,  the  Hospital  has 
continued  throughout  1941  to  the  full  capacity  of  its  war-time  accommodation. 

The  total  ordinary  expenditure  amounted  to  -£4,994,  being  an  increase  of 
£627  over  1940.  The  greater  use  of  Radon  added  £219,  War  Damage  Insurance 
£187,  Salaries  £412  for  increased  Staff  and  increments  granted  to  the  existing 
Staff.  Fuel,  lighting  and  provisions  all  cost  more,  but  economies  were  effected 
in  the  expenditure  upon  instruments,  repairs  and  renewals,  both  domestic 
and  buildings. 

Upon  the  Income  side  of  the  accounts  we  have  received  a  total  of  £6,294, 
or  £64  more  than  in  1940,  because  an  item  of  £478  is  included,  being  over 
three  and  a  half  years’  accumulated  rents  of  properties  at  Leeds  left  to  the 
Hospital  in  a  legacy. 

The  Donations  show  the  serious  decline  of  £392,  but  it  is  satisfactory  to 
note  that  the  subscriptions  have  been  nearly  maintained,  although  the 
Supporters’  Association  were  unable  to  hand  us  the  £45  given  in  1940. 

The  grants  of  King  Edward’s  Hospital  Fund,  the  Medical  Research  Council 
and  the  British  Empire  Cancer  Campaign  have  been  maintained.  The  Board 
acknowledges  with  gratitude  the  long  and  generous  help  given  to  the  Hospital’s 
work  by  these  bodies.  The  contributions  from  the  various  Hospital  Contribu¬ 
tory  schemes  show  a  substantial  increase.  The  General  Fund  has  wiped  out  the 
deficit  and  shows  a  balance  in  hand.  It  is  the  policy  of  the  Board  to  husband 
our  resources  to  the  utmost  in  view  of  the  heavy  expenditure  visualised  upon 
renewals  of  equipment  when  the  time  arrives  for  re-establishment  upon  a 
Peace  basis.  In  the  meantime  ordinary  expenses  are  bound  to  increase  con¬ 
siderably,  and  already  it  is  estimated  that  in  1942  we  shall  have  to  pay  away 
£1,000  more  than  we  spent  in  1940. 

It  will,  perhaps,  not  be  out  of  place  here  to  draw  attention  to  the  Form  of 
Agreement  to  be  found  at  the  end  of  this  Report.  With  Income  Tax  at  the 
present  rate  every  annual  subscription  promised  for  a  period  of  seven  years 
is  in  effect  doubled,  by  the  tax  refund  which  the  hospital  is  able  to  obtain, 
without  additional  cost  to  the  subscriber.  Use  of  the  Bankers’  Order  form 
will  also  effect  some  small  economy  in  administrative  work  and  ensure  a 
steady  flow  of  our  income  upon  the  promised  dates. 

Once  again  the  Annual  Report  has  been  reduced  in  the  interest  of  economy, 
mainly  by  the  omission  of  the  customary  list  of  donors  and  annual  subscribers, 
which  maybe  seen,  on  application,  in  the  Secretary’s  Office. 

The  Board’s  Thanks  are  also  due  to  : — 

The  many  annual  subscribers  who  have  continued  steadily  to  send  help 
to  the  Hospital  during  these  difficult  times.  Very  few  indeed  have  so  far 
had  to  discontinue  their  subscriptions,  and  several  new  subscribers  have  been 
gained.  The  Hospital  is  fortunate  indeed  in  those  good  friends  who  have 
enabled  it  to  carry  on  and  to  look  to  the  future  with  some  confidence. 

Mr.  J.  Oswald  Jobson,  the  Hon.  Solicitor,  for  his  constant  help  and  advice 
in  hospital  affairs.

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Report  of  the  Cancer  Research  Committee. 

During  1941  the  Cancer  Research  Committee  continued  its  work  upon  the 
investigation  and  treatment  of  patients  suffering  from  cancer  of  the  uterus 
and  of  the  breast. 

In  clinical  cancer  research  particular  attention  is  paid  to  the  after  care  and 
subsequent  history  of  the  patient.  Accordingly,  every  patient  treated  at  the 
hospital  is  called  up  periodically  for  observation  and  examination.  This 
procedure  not  only  enables  us  to  study  the  effects  of  radiation  treatment,  but 
is  of  great  value  in  affording  opportunity  of  detecting  recurrence  of  the  disease, 
should  such  occur,  at  an  early  date.  The  hospital  has  been  in  existence  for 
12  years,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  great  satisfaction  to  the  Committee  to  have  patients 
who  were  treated  5  to  12  years  ago  reporting  periodically  to  the  clinic. 

Of  cases  of  cancer  of  the  uterine  cervix  treated  more  than  5  years  ago,  83 
per  cent  of  the  very  early  cases  are  alive  and  well,  60  per  cent  of  the  borderline 
cases,  and  33  per  cent  of  advanced  cases.  Even  the  most  hopeless  cases 
derive  some  benefit  from  treatment  with  Radium  or  deep  X-rays.

(The  number  of  new  cases  treated  during  1941,  although  showing  an  increase 
over  the  number  for  1940,  is  still  far  below  the  pre-war  figure.  This  is  partly 
due  to  the  limited  number  of  beds  now  in  use,  but  it  must  also  be  recognised 
that  as  a  result  of  the  dispersal  of  the  population  owing  to  the  war  there  is  a 
very  marked  diminution  in  the  number  of  patients  seeking  admission.  This  is 
true  for  the  country  generally,  and  it  is  a  matter  of  grave  concern  that  many 
cancer  sufferers  are  almost  certainly  delaying  seeking  treatment  and  thereby 
ii  jeopardising  their  chances  of  recovery.  A  delay  of  six  to  eight  weeks  is  enough 
j*  to  convert  a  hopeful  case  of  cancer  into  an  incurable  one. 

During  most  of  the  year  Radon  replaced  Radium  in  the  treatment  of  uterine 
cancer,  but  in  October  the  use  of  Radium  was  resumed.  As,  however,  the 
quantity  of  Radium  which  it  is  considered  advisable  to  have  in  the  hospital 
under  war  conditions  is  strictly  limited.  Radon  continues  to  be  used  for  the 
treatment  of  some  of  the  cases. 

X-rays  were  used  in  the  treatment  of  all  the  cases  of  cancer  of  the  breast 
admitted  during  1941.  Operable  cases  received  deep  X-ray  therapy  either 
before  or  after  surgical  intervention.  Inoperable  and  recurrent  cases  were 
treated  by  X-rays  alone.  X-ray  therapy  was  also  employed  in  the  treatment 
of  many  cases  of  cancer  of  the  uterus,  either  as  a  supplement  to  the  Radium 
treatment  or  as  palliative  after  surgical  operation  or  in  the  treatment  of 
recurrences. 

In  the  pathology  department  routine  investigations,  chiefly  of  an  histological 
and  haematological  nature,  were  carried  out  in  the  case  of  every  patient  under¬ 
going  treatment. 

The  research  work  comprised  investigation  of  problems  concerning  the 
biological  action  of  radiations,  and  work  was  also  continued  on  the  problem 
of  the  etiology  of  breast  cancer.
